2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: after examining 
application 10/7593 10, which is a continuation-in-part of previously allowed application 
09/894564, it was found that the protection device was the only new matter added to the 
specification or to the claims. The independent claims are in condition for allowance based on 
the prior art searched since they contained the allowable claims from the parent application, plus 
the additional feature being the protection device, wherein the protection device limits 
pressurization of the right atrium by the pressurized cardioplegia solution. The method claim 10 
was amended to follow exactly and clearly what was described in the apparatus claim 1 .
